Elegance in Shop Display 


O make the sales display room inviting its tone should have a charm that 

expresses welcome and suggests relaxation, but yet so unobtrusive as 
to give the merchandise unmistakable dominance.. Here Cornell-Wood- 
Board has produced a setting of exquisite charm. 
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Application of Cornell -Wood- Board 


CORNELL-WOOD-BOARD FOR NEW WORK OVER STUDS 
AND JOISTS: See that the studs and joists are lined up and 
wherever the edges of any panel of Cornell-Wood-Board cannot be 
nailed directly to the studding or joist, headers (pieces 2x2 inches, 
or 2x4 inches) must be inserted to provide a firm nailing surface for 
all panel edges. Always leave at least 3% inch space between all 
edges and ends of boards. Each board should first be nailed to the 
intermediate studding with 2 penny casing nails, or 1 inch 15 gauge 
brads spaced 9 inches apart. Next nail all four edges to studs and 
headers with 3 penny 114 inch common wire nails, spaced 3 inches 
apart and about 1% inch from edge of board. Great care should be 
exercised in nailing, as the decorative possibilities of the board will 
be greatly reduced if surface is hammer marked. 


Immediately after nailing the panels are ready to be painted; first, 
however, go over the surface of the board carefully, filling in all 
irregularities with putty or a filler. This filler is made of two parts 
of plaster of paris to one part of Dextrine. As Cornell-Wood-Board 
is thoroughly sized one or two coats of any good interior oil paint or 
calcimine applied in strict accordance with instructions of the maker 
is sufficient. : 


When the paint has thoroughly dried, the decorative strips should be 
applied. The strips are used to cover the 3% inch space between the 
edges of the boards and should not be less than 2 inches wide and 
3¢ inches thick. These strips should be stained or painted before 
nailing in place. Use finishing nails of sufficient length and gauge in 
applying the trim and, and if varnished strips are used, fill nail holes 
with a tinted putty to make it the same color as the wood. Cove 
moulds, plate rails, chair rails, picture moulds and a varied assort- 
ment of fancy shaped strips may be obtained from the lumber 
dealers. The use of fairly wide panel strips always makes the 
finished room more attractive. 
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Partitions. "DINING ROOM” 


OVER LATH AND PLASTER: In remodeling over lath and 
plaster, remove the old plaster wherever it is loose, and if plaster has 
fallen, level up all holes with furring strips or scrap pieces of board 
where necessary to provide a firm nailing surface. Never apply 
board over an uneven surface, and always leave at least 3g inch 
space between all edges and ends of boards. Remove the base board 
and run the wall board to the floor. The panels are nailed directly 
over the old walls; locate position of the studs and joists and apply 
the board the same as in new work, except that longer nails will be 
required. Use 11% inch No. 15 brads, or 11% inch 4 penny nails. 


OVER CONCRETE OR BRICK: The walls sbould be given a 
coat of damp-proof paint, tar or asphaltum. Furring strips (1x2 
inches), spaced on 16-inch centers, should be securely nailed to the 
walls to take the place of the joists and studs. Headers of the same 
thickness should be provided between these furring strips where 
necessary to provide nailing surface for all panel edges. Headers 
should also be inserted where it is planned to run a picture mould, 
plate rail, chair rail or base board, so that a solid nailing surface will 
be provided for these mouldings. The procedure now will be the 
same as in the application over studs and joists. 


OVER MATCHED LUMBER, SHIPLAP AND OTHER WOOD- 
WORK: Any rough spots should be leveled, and if there is a base 
board it should be removed so the wall board may be run to the 
floor. The board is nailed directly over the old walls with 3 penny 
114 inch common wire nails, spaced 3 inches apart and 1% inch from 
the edge, and 2 penny casing nails spaced 9 inches apart and 16 
inches from panel edge, in exactly the same manner as in the appli- 
cation over studs and joists. The procedure now will be the same 
as in the application of Cornell-Wood-Board for new work.
